Regulations requiring the licensing 
of all guides on the 
battlefield have 
been adopted by the W ar D epartm ent 
| and, as soon as the necessary badges 
are secured, the men who now make a 
: livelihood by conducting tourists over 
I the field will have to secure their a u ­ 
thority before they may continue the 
work. The order, which has just been 
made public, refers to all the nation­ 
al military parks of 
the government 
and reads: 
“ No persons shall be 
permitted to 
offer their services or to act as guides 
in any park unless 
licensed for that 
purpose by the commissioners or su­ 
perintendent thereof. 
They shall be 
furnished with official badges as evi­ 
dence of their authority, which shall 
remain the property of 
the 
United 
States and be returned to 
the 
park 
authorities upon 
revocation of their 
licenses.” 
The 
m anner 
of 
g ran tin g 
these 
badges is not Stated but it is believed 
th a t they will be issued 
much after 
the same m anner as 
a t 
Yellowstone 
Park and other 
governm ent proper­ 
ties where all are 
required 
first 
to 
pass an examination 
showing 
their 
fitness for the work. 
At the office of 
the National Park Commission here it 
was stated to-day th a t it w-ould likely 
be some tim e before the 
badges will 
I be received, though, it is understood, 
they have been arran ged for.

London, Aug., 19.— Evidence that a 
battle of genuine im portance is being 
fought in Belgium cam e from Brus­ 
sels. 
There it was reported that the Ger­ 
m ans had cut the railroad line from 
Brussels to Namur at Gembloux. 
Gembloux is understood to be tile 
main position ot the French sent into 
Belgium and it is also the point at 
which military experts have expected 
the Germans to strike. 
The cutting 
of the railroad 
would only 
he possi­ 
ble, It appears, 
if the G ermans were, 
operating in strong 
force and the 
Brussels report may well he evidence 
that the long experted big battle ac t­ 
ually Is on. 
Earlier In the day the London ‘Ex 
press” declared that such a struggle 
was on, but indicated 
that 
the colli­ 
sion of mighty 
arm ies ba l come far­ 
ther north, near the historic field of 
Waterloo, with the Belgian capital as 
the objective of the K aiser’s forces. 
A aer kins defeat lor the Allies ut 
Getni^ux.; w oad Bplit their nortlwru 
army in half and would, lay U*r« nor 
d i e m France to the invading Germans 
enabling them also to proceed with 
the great force* -Dirt<lrrstood to be refi­ 
tted in the Grand Duchy of Luxem­ 
burg. 
At any rate there is good reason to 
believe, from the m eagre censored de­ 
spatches of fierce outpost affairs, that 
a serious engagem ent has been in pro­ 
gress since Monday betw een the Allies 
ami the Germans south of Brussels. 
Officially it was announced In Brus­ 
sels that Hie m ovem ent of the G er­ 
mans toward that city has been “de­ 
finitely sto p p e d ”* b u t, other reports 
shaw 
men busily 
engaged in 
\ipgjfng trenches^ and ambling to tile 
Wruk 'Enftifb aliens of the' rtel^Iqri cap­ 
i a t .

At the same time the seat of gov 
em inent lins been 
removed to the 
strongly fortified port of Antwerp and 
that city the Belgians are determined 
to hold at all hazards.

There is nothing about which civil­ 
ized nations arc quite so sensitive as 
the courtesy due to their national flags. 
A deliberate insult to a flag will bring 
even the most patient of nations to 
boiling point 
Clag Incidents always 
lead to strained relations and often 
to war. 
How seriously nations take these 
• things is shown by the suddenness 
with which a war cloud loomed tip 
when Huerta, the Mexican dictator, 
quibbled about saluting the American 
flag after his officers had Illegally ar­ 
rested I’nitod States marines. 
It was a flag incident that renewed 
the Balkan war after Turkey had (wen 
sMceessfully crushed by tile three allien. 
There was strong ill feeling among 
the allies as to the division of the 
spoils. 
A small Rervlitii party crossed 
tilt* Bulgarian border and was quietly 
looting a village near Vrntan, when 
the local postmaster hoisted the red. 
green and white Bulgarian flag over 
the postoffice. 
Ile was shot In the act 
and the flag riddled with bullets. Next 
morning Bulgaria declared war. 
Flag Incidents keep cropping up ac­ 
cidentally, but apologies smooth mat­ 
ters over, 
it Is, for instance, a mortal 
insult for a ship to fly another national 
flag below its own, as this implies cap­ 
ture and conquest. 
It has occasionally 
been done with flag s on gala occasions. 
A Russian warship did it some years 
ago during a call at Rortsmoutb. 
It 
was. of course, followed by a com­ 
plete apology to the local admiral. 
Tills explain* why, when the British 
admiralty Issued a universal codo of 
signals some years ago for use by all 
the nations, there was a good deal of 
International 
heart burning over the 
colored plate of national fl::gs that pref­ 
aced it.

Diplomatic relations, par­ 
ticularly with Germany, were rather 
strained for some time, though there 
was no danger of war.

is taken up as a business of itself. 
When a blight such as the chestnut 
Icirk disease infests Hie trees of a 
district the community or individuals 
in it xviii often sfx-nd considerable 
im-ae r to control ravages which may 
rob the whole district of its tree*. Ail 
affection like tile chestnut bark d I sense 
is contagious. 
It requires scientific 
knowledge of the disease to know 
whether an affected tree should be de­ 
stroyed at once or Is worth treating. 
It requires se leu ti Ile training to under 
stand the tit inner of growth of the 
fungi causing the disease and what 
treatment Is best. 
Many individual* who have bad faith 
iii tree surgery have lost it through 
following the advice of unreliable ti**e 
surg<*oua who claimed to be able to di­ 
agnose a ease. But whose main litter­ 
ed was to coiled a good sum of mon­ 
ey for their work. 
Besides the careless filling of de­ 
cayed cavities in trees, there are other 
practices of certain so called "tree sur­ 
geons" that do tho trees more harm 
than good. 
Many of these "surgeons.” 
as well as the pcop!e who employ them, 
do not realize the danger arising from 
fresit Injuries to a tree. The tree own­ 
er should realize that prompt aden 
Bon to fresh injuries will largely do 
away with the need of tree surgery 
fifteen or twenty years hence. 
The 
tree surgeons must realize that if they 
make fresh Injuries in the living burk 
when treating deeuycd portions they 
are laying the tree open to more dan­ 
gers of infection that will result in fur­ 
ther decay. 
Just as a (tersoti is subject to Infec­ 
tio n 
through 
cuts 
and 
scratches, 
trees are rendered subject to infec­ 
tion by having their living bark torn. 
Not withstanding tills, many tree sur­ 
geons use pruning hooks aud climbing 
spurs and cut fresh g a s h e s in the tree. 
To break off small dead branches a 
workman 
may use a 
long pruning 
hook us though it were a club. 
In do 
lug so the hook usually cause* In­ 
jury to the .toting bark near by. Every 
new wound may furnish a new point 
of entrance for decay, even though tin* 
old dead branch may have been re­ 
moved. 
Tile use of climbing spurs should la* 
(•articularly avoided on trees in vicini­ 
ties where there is a contagious fit* 
fection. They simply render the treat 
cd tree all tin* more liable to catch the 
disease which is “In the air.” 
All properly equip|tcd firms of com­ 
mercial surgeons should have ladders 
that will reach forty or more feet 
Into a tree. 
Ladders, ropes and rub 
ber soled shoes xviii allow a man to 
roach practically every part. 
Reliable 
estimate* indicate Butt it takes some­ 
what longer (perhaps 2f» per cent on an 
average! to do work on a tree when 
these are 
us*hI instead of climbing 
spurs, and this is one reason why 
many firms that value remuneration 
lucre than reputation use the spur*.
